IN MEMORIAM, LILLIAN HOOKER, 1922-2002 


IT IS WITH DEEP REGRET THAT I INFORM THE MEMBERS OF THE DEATH OF 
PAST PRESIDENT LILLIAN HOOKER. 


BORN LILLIAN THAISS IN 1922, SHE SPENT HER EARLY YEARS IN THE 
THEATER. STARTING AS CHILD VOCALIST, SHE GRADUATED TO BALLET 
DANCER AND LATER TO SHAKESPEAREAN ACTRESS. WORKING IN A SMALL, 
TOURING THEATRICAL COMPANY IN THE LATE THIRTIES AND EARLY FORTIES, 
SHE MARRIED HER HUSBAND OF MORE THAN SIXTY YEARS, DENIS HOOKER IN 
1941. EVENTUALLY, DENIS WAS CALLED INTO THE SERVICE DURING WW ITI. 
SHORTLY AFTER THE WAR, THEIR ONLY CHILD, NANCY WAS BORN. 


AFTER A SHORT CAREER AS A LOAN OFFICER, DENIS OPENED THE ACE LOAN 
OFFICE ON PosST STREET IN SAN JOSE IN 1955. DENIS STILL OPERATES 
THE BUSINESS TODAY. A COUNTER WITH COINS FOR SALE IN THE PAWN 
SHOP LED TO THE NUMISMATIC CAREERS OF BOTH HE AND LILLIAN. 


LILLIAN BEGAN HER NUMISMATIC CAREER AS RECORDING SECRETARY OF THE 
SAN JosSE Corn CLuB IN 1960. TOGETHER WITH DOROTHY BEAULIEU, LONG 
TrME CSNA LIBRARIAN, THEY CO-EDITED THE FIRST SAN JOSE CorN CLUB 

BULLETIN STARTING IN 1960. LILLIAN WAS, IN ADDTION, A COLLECTOR 

OF UNITED STATES HALF CENTS, ALTHOUGH SHE RARELY SHOWED THEM. 


LILLIAN WAS APPOINTED AS SECRETARY OF NORTHERN CALIFORNIA NuMIS- 
MATIC ASSOCIATION (NCNA) AT ITS KICKOFF MEETING IN SAN JOSE ON 

JUNE 5, 1961, TAKING MINUTES AND MAILING THEM TO EACH PERSON 

SIGNING UP AS MEMBER, AND REMAINED AS NCNA SECRETARY UNTIL 1969. 

SHE SERVED AS SECOND VICE PRESIDENT FOR 1969, VICE PRESIDENT FOR 
1970, AND PRESIDENT IN 1971 and 1972. LILLIAN LATER SERVED TWO MORE 
TERMS AS PRESIDENT IN 1980 ano 1981, AND AS SECRETARY IN THE LATE 
1980s, RETIRING FROM THE ORGANIZATION FOLLOWING THE LAST SAN 
FRANCISCO CONVENTION AT THE CATHEDRAL HILL HOTEL IN 1991. 


KNOWN AS THE SMILING FACE AT THE DESK OR THE LADY WITH THE 
HAT(S), LILLIAN WAS FIXTURE AT ALL OF THE CONVENTIONS HELD AT THE 
JACK TAR HOTEL (LATER RE-NAMED CATHEDRAL HILL) FROM THE FIRST 
EVENT IN 1962 UNTIL THE LAST IN 1991. HER CHARM AND PERSONALITY 
SOLVED MANY A PROBLEM THAT INVARIABLY WOULD CREEP UP AT THE DESK 
DURING A MAJOR CONVENTION. THE RELATIONSHIP BUILT WITH THE HOTEL 
CONVENTION MANAGER, CARRIE MUNEMITSU, WAS EQUALLY USEFUL IN 
SOLVING THE INVARIABLE PROBLEMS THAT INVOLVED THE HOTEL. 


LILLIAN HOOKER ALSO SERVED AS REGISTRATION DESK CHAIRMAN AT THE 
West Coast Corin SHOWS FROM 1965 THROUGH 1979. 


IN ADDITION TO NUMISMATICS, LILLIAN WAS AN ACTIVE TENNIS PLAYER 
AND GOLFER, SERVING IN KEY POSITIONS IN VARIOUS LADIES GOLF 
EVENTS IN THE SAN JOSE AREA. SHE SUFFERED A STROKE THAT LED TO 
HER PERMANENT DISABILITY WHILE ON THE GOLF COURSE. 


LILLIAN IS SURVIVED BY HER HUSBAND, PAST PRESIDENT DENIS HOOKER, 
HER DAUGHTER NANCY ESCALANTE, AND TWO GRANDCHILDREN, TAVA AND 
MARIO. MARIO, A GRADUATE OF THE US Arr Force ACADEMY, IS A 
CAPTAIN IN THE USAF ASSIGNED TO THE AIR FORCE ONE TEAM THAT SAFE- 
GUARDS THE PRESIDENT.

COMMEMORATING THE PAN PACIFIC OVERFAIR RAILWAY 
Millbrae, CA, July 2, 2002- Liberty Numismatic Society announced today that it is 
beginning sales of its 2002 medal to the general public. This medal is available in both 
silver and oxidized (antiqued) bronze. The reverse of this medal features the profile of the 
Overfair Locomotives used to pull the trains at the Pan Pacific International Exposition in 
1915 in San Francisco, CA. These trains, used to move fairgoers, operated on a 2 1/2 
mile line and utilized a 19 inch gauge track. A total of four locomotives were built by Luis 
MacDermot to 1/3 scale. The outer circle on the coin face identifies the 1915 Pan Pacific 
International Exposition and commemorates the 45 years that Liberty Numismatic Society 
has been a coin club. Above the locomotive are the initials PPIE which represent the Pan 
Pacific International Exposition. The obverse features the Society’s Liberty Bell logo. 


The .999 fine silver version of the medal has a mintage of 45 and are individually 
numbered on the outer rim. These are for sale at $23.25 post paid. The oxidized bronze 
medals have a mintage of 60, are not numbered and are available at $6.25 each post paid. 
All medals are 39 mm in diameter and have a plain edge except for the silver version 
which have numbers. This is the 16th issue in the annual Liberty Numismatic Society 
medal series which began in 1987. For the eighth consecutive year, the Society’s medals 
have been produced by Golden State Mint of San Bernardino, Calif. Medals may be 
ordered by sending check or money order to LNS, PO Box 300, Millbrae, CA 94030.
